Milwaukee, Wis’, July 20.—-The Bap­ 
tist Young People’s Union convention 
closed Sunday with two great meetings 
in the Exposition 
building. 
In the 
m orning Baptist clergymen occupied 
the pulpits of most of the churches of 
the city, and each one was filled ti 
overflowing, in some instances the at* 
tendance being so great th at an over­ 
flow meeting had to be started in the 
Sunday school rooms 
The afternoon service in the Exposi­ 
tion building opened with a praise ser­ 
vice, led by Rev. R. B. G arrett, D. D., 
of Chattanooga, Tenn. 
At the close 
of the praise 
service came 
w hat is 
known as the world review of Baptist 
missions, conducted by Dr. W ilkens 
In this review reports were received 
from the missions in foreign countries 
either by word of mouth or by letter 
The m ajority of the reports were made 
by letter. The first came from Italy, a 
letter from Rev. John H. Egar, mission­ 
ary at Florence, being read by Rev 
John H. Ladd of Bristol, Conn. It gave 
a deplorable picture of the condilton 
in that country, which the letter said 
was borne down by the deadening and 
corrupting 
influences 
of priestcraft, 
which made it one of the hardest^ as it 
was one of the newest mission fields. 
Rev. C. W. Finwall, of the F irst Bap­ 
tist church in Minneapolis, spoke for 
the Norwegians, and said he brought 
greetings from Norwegians from over 
the sea and in this country. The first 
Baptist had appeared in Norway in 
18!>9, and now there were 2,300 Bap­ 
tists in that country. Rev. F rank Pe­ 
terson, of Minneapolis, spoke for the 
Swedes and gave a history of the move­ 
m ent in that country from its first in­ 
ception up to the present. In Sweden, 
he said, there were now 555 Baptist 
churches, and the students from the 
university at Stockholm had gone into 
m any foreign countries as Baptist m is­ 
sionaries. 
In the United States there 
are 261 Swedish B aptist churches. 
At 
the conclusion of Mr. Peterson’s re­ 
m arks the Swedish choir rose in their 
seats and sang a song in their native 
language. 
Brazil and South America 
were represented in the review by a 
letter from Rev. W. B. Bagley, of Rio 
Janeiro. 
The letter was read by Rev. 
W. C. Luth, D. D., of Texas. After fif­ 
teen years of mission work there were 
sixteen Baptist churches and 1,000 con­ 
verts. 
Short letters were read from 
Japan and Paris. W hen they were fin­ 
ished Dr. W ilkens called for “Amer­ 
ica,’’ the Americans singing the words 
fam iliar to them, while those from Can­ 
ada and the provinces sung “God Save 
the Queen” to the same tune. 
The last address was from the Ger­ 
mans, Rev. J. C. Grimmell of Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, was the speaker and made 
one of the most interesting talks of 
the 
afternoon.

said 
G erhardt Unken, a German, gave Ger­ 
many the first Sunday school, and was 
the first Baptist in th at country. From 
that small beginning, the work had 
grown until now there are 35,000 Bap­ 
tists in the German empire.

The woman reached the porch and 
grasped the handle of the door to enter 
the house, but was dragged back and 
engaged in a hand-to-hand conflict w ith 
her husband. 
At last she opened the 
door and ran into the parlor. H er hus­ 
band followed and continued to fire at 
her until she fell to the floor dead 
with eight wounds in her body, m any 
shots going wide of their m ark. 
French ran out of the door and m et 
County Clerk M. A. Norton, who was 
running to the scene, and fired a t him. 
French threw away one empty revolver 
on the lawn and drew another from 
his pocket. Running north on W inne­ 
bago street, he fired at everybody he 
saw.

H f fired four or five tia r a at 
the crowd, but was so tired thtift the 
last shots went wild. He then turned 
a pistol on himself, and fired a shot

spot. 
Leaping into tho river he sought to 
end his life by drowning, but tw o po­ 
licemen jumped into a row boat near 
at hand and pulled him out. 
French was taken to the county jail 
under a strong guard surrounded by a 
mob crying “Lynch him .” 
The coroner’s jury held French for 
m urder in the first degree. 
The jail 
is being closely watched by officials, as 
threats of lynching are heard on all 
sides. 
French had a great deal of trouble 
with his wife, owing to his disposition. 
They were m arried several years ago 
and had one child, now 2 years old.

BI FOUL GASES 


Freeman and Frederick Geeser Die 
in a Cistern. 


NOXIOUS VAPORS CHOKE THEIR 


LIVES OUT. 


Double Fatality at the Pop Factory of 
Charles Gray & Company 
This 


Morning—Mr. 
Gray’s Heroic At­ 


tempt To Rescue His Two Em­ 


ployes, Nearly Costs Him His Own 
Life—Alarm of Fire Brings Help to 


the Scene. 


While the fire bells clanged out a 
call for help at 8 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, noxious gases in a cistern choked 
two brothers’ lives out at Gray & Com­ 
pany'? pop and soda water factory at 
54 Locust street. 
The dead: 
GEE8ER, FREEMAN, aged thirty- 
five years, married, and leaves a wife 
and two children. 
Lived at 255 Lin­ 
coln street. 
Body taken home. 
GEESER, FREDERICK, aged about 
thirty, married, and leaves a wife but 
no children. 
Lived near the Five 
Points. 
Body taken home. 
In a heroic effort to rescue his two 
employes, Charles Gray, proprietor of 
the bottling works, came near being 
overcome, too, and was just able to 
crawl up the ladder and into the open 
air with the assistance of bystanders 
who gathered quickly as the news of 
the awful accident spread. 
When the 
fire department arrived, the bodies of 
the dead men were recovered and 
taken home. 
Smother in a Cess Pool. 
The accident happened a few min- 
vtes after eight o'clock. 
South 
of 
the pop factory is a cistern, or rather 
a cesspool, into which the refuse from 
the factory is carried by pipes. 
Once 
each year this cistern is cleaned out. 
The work was begun on 
Saturday 
and was 
nearly 
completed when 
quitting time came. 
Work was then 
suspended and the 
cover put back 
over the opening. 
It was Mr. Gray’s 
intention so finish the job today, and 
the horse was hitched up this morn­ 
ing to haul the cleanings to 
the 
river and 
other preparations were 
made. 
When all was ready to begin 
the actual work, Mr. Gray stepped 
into the house to change his clothes. 
While he was so engaged, and in 
almost less than a minute, the lives 
of 
the 
two 
men 
were 
cut 
off 
by 
the 
vapor 
that 
arose 
from the underground shaft and ten 
or fifteen minutes lutes the two dead 
bodies were 
stretched out in the 
yard while messengers were sent to 
break the awful news to the widows 
and orphans. 
Foal Gas’ Rapid Work. 
The two men did not wait for their 
employer to return, before* beginning 
work. 
The cover was removed from 
the cistern, and Fred Geeser started 
to descend the ladder leading to the 
bottom of the cesspool. 
Frank Shoe­ 
maker, who lives at 151 Western ave­ 
nue, stood near the opening, when 
Geeser swung himself onto the ladder. 
He says Geeser went straight down, 
without any hesitancy, and made no 
outcry. 
Geeser had bees in the cis- 


maker, who knew nothing about the 
gas, thought that Geeser had limply 
fallen from the ladder. 
When Free­ 
man 
was overcome, 
however, it 
dawned upon him that some unseen 
: bree was at work, and he called 
loudly for help. 
James Madden, an­ 
other employe, heard 
Shoemaker’s 
call, and both he and Shoemaker has­ 
tened to call Mr. Gray. 
The latter 
was in the house, the tragedy having 
occurred in the short time required for 
him to change his garments. 
Gray Heard the Call 
Gray heard the call for help, and it 
struck terror to his heart. 
He real­ 
ized in an instant what the trouble 
was, and the probable consequences of 
the accident. 
When Shoemaker and 
Madden bolted into the doorway to 
tell him, they met him coming out. 
Mr. Gray realized that time was val­ 
uable, and ran to the cistern without 
waiting to weigh his own chances. 
Thinking only of his two employes, 
Mr. Gray boldly jumped onto the lad­ 
der and started to the rescue. 
The 
noxious gases filled his nostrils, but 
with heroic determination, he contin 
ued the descent. 
Half w ay down he 
began to waver, but persisted, and 
reached the bottom. 
Clutching Free* 
man GeeBer’s ooat in his now feeble 
grasp, Mr. Gray tried to pull his un­ 
conscious employe to the surface Bu1* 
he could not lift him. 
Realizing that 
the effort was a failuje, and that an 
other second might cost him his own 
life, Mr. Gray loosed his hold on 
Geeser’s coat, and turned to climb up 
the ladder. 
Straggled to Get Up. 
When Gray attempted to reach the 
open air, he found the struggle a 
desperate one. The vapor that had 
done such fell work, had dazed him, 
and it required all his strength to 
make any progress. 
He succeeded in 
reaching the surface however and an 
instant later was gasping for air that 
quickly revived him on the earth 
above—safe, but well nigh helpless. 
Bystanders assisted him and a few 
moments later Mr. Gray had recovered 
sufficiently to direct the work of res­ 
cue. 
While these chapters of the sad 
story were being 
enacted, other 
people were not idle. 
A young man 
who was passing the pop 
factory, 
hastened to box 45, located one block 
distant, at the corner of School and 
Locust streets, and turned 
in an 
alarm of fire. 
The 
neighbors had 
also hastened to the scene and when 
the department rushed up to the 
factory, quite a crowd had gathered 
about tbe cistern in which the two 
unfortunate men had suffocated. 
No 
time was lost in 
getting out the 
be dies, 
although 
the work 
was 
difficult and dangerous. 


Smoked Oat The Gas. 
Suffocating fumes still filled the 
underground cavity, and preparations 
were made to get rid of the gas. 
This 
was accomplished by ‘'smoking out” 
the cistern, and willing hands soon 
brought the two men to the surface. 
The tarpaulins from the patrol wagon 
were quickly stretched out on the 
grass, and on them the two bodies 
were laid. Dr. Joe Whiting and Dr. 
W. H. Palmer had responded to the 
alarm, and as soon as possible they 
made an effort to start up the hearts 
that had been stilled by the action of 
the fatal gas. 
Artificial respiration 
was at once begun, 
and vigorously 
continued until it was seen that the 
effort was of no use, and that the life 
curran t,conld not be started again. 
In the meantime the patrol wagon 
had bean sent back to the station for 
the stretcher, and messengers had 
been sent to break the awful news to 
the widows and orphans. 
When the 
patrol returned, the bodies were lifted 
to the wagon, and taken to the homes 
that the men had left but a sh o rt hour 
before, in the full possession of th e ir 
health and strength. 
Gently the aw­ 
ful truth had been told before the 
corpses arrived, and the stricken oneB

Work Began on Saturday 
"The work of cleaning out the cis­ 
tern was begun on Saturday,” he said.

heard them call for help, I realized 
what the trouble was, and lost co 
time in getting to the cistern.

A Prison Designed by a Convict. 
Perhaps the most interesting fact 
about the building of Wormwood Scrubs 
prison is that the plans for its construc­ 
tion were drawn out by a convict in his 
cell while undergoing the probationary 
nine months to a long term of imprison­ 
ment. 
The man was originally an architect, 
and among the foremost of his profes­ 
sion. He was a gentleman by birth and , 
education, hut in early life began to 1 
abuse his natural gifts, and at the time 
was undergoing his second term of im­ 
prisonment for forgery. The completion 
of the work occupied him for nearly six 
months and was effected under great 
disadvantages. In place of a table, for 
instance, he had to pin his paper to the 
wall of his cell, moving it round with 
the sun in order to obtain the best light. 
The prison authorities consider this 
marvelous specimen of architectural 
drawing the finest piece of work ever 
done by an English convict. It measures 
in size 5 feet 6 inches, being drawn to 
the scale of a hundredth part of an inch. 
The convict displayed the greatest in­ 
terest aud pride in the erection and com­ 
pletion of the prison, which was built 
entirely by convict labor.

1,381 separate cells for prisoners, which
